A Short Chapter on the New Sum- 
mer Stove made by Fer- 
guson & Kinney. 


l.OOO Now Ready for the Market. 


Last evening a REPUBLICAN representa- 


tive had the pleasure of being shown 
through the manufacturing establishment 
of the "Ferguson Stove Company,'' on 
North Water street, where are built the 
celebrated Ferguson Vapor Stoves that 
were placed on the market last season 
The members of the company are Mr. W. 
L. Ferguson and Mr. Arthur E. Kinney, 
and sin examination of one of their im- 
proved stoves will convince any one that 
they have succeeded iu attaining perfec- 
tion iu the Ferguson burner, and a good

of ii vapor stove. This burner, as was 
shown by the tests last evening, is entirely 
new in principle and design, the genera- 
tion of gas being perfect and the combus- 
tion complete, making the largest and 
hottest flame possible to obtain.
